“DR. FAIMANREGITES 
DEAL WITH SHEPHERD 
FOR POISON GERMS 


Astounding Story by Head of 
Chicago Medical ‘University’ 
Consumes Whole Day. 


SAYS HE TAUGHT ACCUSED 


Gave Him Detailed Instruction 
on How to Put Germs Into 
Human Body, He Charges. 


FIRST PRICE WAS $200,000 


Suave Young Medico Tells How He 
Knew of BIII¥ McClintock and Was 
to Benefit by His Death.

CHICAGO, June 18.—The dapper 
young witness whom everybody in the 
Shepherd trial has disowned, Charles 
C. Faiman, took the stand today at the 
order of the Court and told in a dis- 
passionate, low voice, a story of the 
long-planned and deliberate murder of 
‘Billy’ McClintock by means of typhoid 
germs which he furnished. On whether 
or not the jury believes his story de- 
pends the fate of William D. Shepherd. 
He is an unpleasant person, this smil- 
ing blond young man of twenty-five, 
who adds to his name the degrees of 
Ph. B., M. D., and LL. D. which he 
says: he obtained at various colleges in 
his short career. His eyes are shifty, 
under a bald forehead back through 
the middle of- which runs a line ‘of 
carefully plastered hair. It is reddish 
hair and curls a little over his ears, 
above side-whiskers. A dainty mustache, 
pointed at the ends, adorns his upper 
lip. His face is plump and, pale, his 
lips full, and his teeth very white. 

He talked into his lap a good part 
of the time he was relating his dealings 
with Shepherd, in a voice so low that 
words could hardly be distinguished by 
persons twenty feet away. Judge Lynch 
frequently told him to raise his voice, 
and finally the smoothly purring elec- 
tric fan above his head was turned off, 
so that even that slight sound might 
not interfere. Sometimes he would turn 
toward the jury and talk directly at 
them, but those furthest away sat on 
the edge of their’chairs and cupped their 
ears. 

It was a story worth hearing, for he} 
told blandly how he instructed Shepherd 
in the administration of typhoid bac- 
teria, told him how to prepare cultures, 
bargained with him for ‘‘two hundred 
grand’’—$200,000—and finally reduced 
his terms to $100,000. He spoke glibly 
of the effect of typhoid on the system, 
the various unpleasant ways in which 
it causes death, and the difficulty of 
detecting it until eight or ten days af- 
ter infection. 

Defense Fails to Shake Story.

Crowe that Faiman would change his 
story, which led Mr. Crowe to disown 
hihi as a witness, proved unjustifféd, 
and made evident the State’s strategy 
in having him called by the Court so 
that Crowe could cross-examine him.

Unions to Levy Half-Cent Tax 
Per Member in Education Drive 


Forty-one international labor 
unions have voted to finance an edu-

LONDON, Friday, June 19.—Captain 
Roald Amundsen and his comrades re- 
turned to Spitzbergen yesterday, ex- 
actly four weeks after he left in his 
attempt to reach the North Pole by air. 
Meanwhile no news of any kind had 
been received from him. 

The most interesting feature of Cap- 
tain Amundsen's trip was his observa~ 
tions from the air at a distance of less 
than 150 miles from the North Pole, 
which showed no land in sight. [An un- 
confirmed Associated Press report from 
Oslo last night said that Amundsen got 
within ‘“‘about 100 miles’’ of the Pole.] 
This raises the point of whether or not 
there is land at the’ Pole or whether the 
northern end of the earth lies under sea. 

It is apparent that had fate not dealt 
the intrepid explorer a head wind he 
would have come within a few miles of 
the Pole, if not have reached it in his 
daring flight. He covered a thousand 
kilometers in his airplanes and it is 
estimated here that with no wind, or a 
favorable wind, he would have gasily 
covered the 200 more which would have 
taken him to his goal. 

The feature of the absence of land 
in the polar regions is especially inter- 
esting in view of the discussions of the 
rights of the nations to claim the land 
which may be found.

Commenting on the ret,irn of Captain 
Amundsen, The London Times says edi- 
| torially: 


“Yesterday afternoon welcome news 
reached London that at 1 o’clock in 
the morning Captain Amundsen and his 
six companions had arrived safely at 
King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, the point from 
| which he started on May 21. After an 
absence of just a month, during which 
|fears that they must have been lost 
grew steadily, all cause for anxiety is 
at an end. 

} “On Tuesday, less than forty-elght 
| hours before the return of the wan- 
| derers, two seaplanes sent: out by the 
| Norwegian Government to help search 
| for the missing men were on the point 
;of beginning the journey northward 
from Spitzbergen. It to be hoped 
that both in their case and that of 
|Commander Donald B. McMillan, the 
American explorer who set out inde- 
pendently on the same mission Wednes- 
day their start may have been delayed. 

“Meanwhile the message Captain 
Amundsen himself gives is a thrilling 
account of the flight, the happy termi- 
} nation of which justifies the confidence 
| which he has from the first expressed 
in the successful issue of the daring en- 
| terprise. The first man to take a vessel 
from one end of the Northwest passage 
to the other, the first to reach the 
|} South Pole and now the first to at- 
tempt a seaplane journey to the North 
Pole, he has been favored in all ad- 
ventures with good luck. More than 
once he has come back out of the un-

poses he had been given up as lost. 

Covered 625 Miles in 8 Hours. 

“But not even luck could have carried 
}him safely through these trials and 
| perils unless he had been backed by un- 
failing confidence and personal initia- 
tive and driving power as well as con<- 
summate knowledge and judgment in 
dealing with each crisis as it arose. 

‘In the first stage of the voyage from 
| which he has now returned the two fly- 
ing boats covered a distance of 625 miles 
|in eight hours before being compelled,

landing place was available. But for 
the contrary winds he could have gone

“Observations during this part of the 
flight showed an area of 100,000 kilo- 
meters, up to 88.30 degrees north, with 
no sign of land, and they came to the 
conclusion that no land is likely to be 
found further north on that side of the 
Arctic Ocean.

“They had thirty or thirty-two days’ 
supply of food and came out in twenty- 
eight days, which did not leave them 
much margin,"’ he said, ‘‘but when they 
reached the edge of the ice-pack they 
might have killed their food. 

“Tf their planes had landed safely and 
had not been frozen in, there is no rea- 
have made a 
dash to the Pole and back to the planes. 
Their position was within 200 miles from 
the Pole and they could have made it 
in a few days. 

“On the other hand, if their planes 
were caught and held in the ice so that 
they could not be extricated, naturally 
the one thing to do was to march across 
the ice to the nearest place where they 
could find safety. They would have no 
provisions to spare for a trip to the 
Pole.”’ 


Calls Use of Planes Foolhardy. 
Captain Anton Heinan, former Zeppe- 
lin pilot and advisory constructor of the 
dirigible Shenandoah, deplored Captain 
Amundsen's foolhardiness in attempting 


|a dash for the ‘Pole in an airplane. 


“Amundsen couldn't wait for the de- 
velopment of the airship,” Captain 
Heinan said. ‘He had to tackle the 
Pole in an airplane when he knew his 
chances of returning would be almost 
insignificant. He could have gotten there 
and back easily in a dirigible, for the 
dirigible, unlike the heavier-than-air 
machine, thriyes on stormy weather. 
There are 3,000 miles of ideal flying 
conditions between Lakehurst and the 
North Pole. I could leave the flying field 
tomorrow morning with my wife and 
child, go to the North Pole and be back 
in five days. And IP wouldn't take out 
an accident insurance either.” 

Captain Heinan declared that he 
could not understand why the naval au- 
thorities had not arranged a flight to 
the Pole for one of the big dirigibles. 
Since 1911, he said, more than 100,000 
persons in Germany have traveled by 
airship for commercial or pleasure pur- 
poses, without injury or mishap. These 
figures, he said, are exclusive of the 
army or navy. 

Although his trip ended short of the 
Pole, Amundsen reduced the unexplored 
area of the Arctic tegen From 
ice and current conditions, explorers be- 
lieved that there was no land between 
Spitzbergen and the Arctic, and this is 
confirmed by Amundsen’s return with- 
out news of land. Expeditions from 
Greenland, Spitzbergen and from Franz 
Joseph Land north of Europe make it 
practically certain that no land, with 
the possible exception of small islands, 
exists on that side of the Pole.

“Amundsen’s feat has revolutionized 
Arctic exploration,” said ir. Wood. 
house, commenting on the explorer’s 
safe return. ‘In twenty-eight days he 
has done a thing that could not have 
been done in the old way in less than 
a year. He bettered the mark made by 
Captain Cagni of the Abruzzi expedition 
of 86 degrees 34 minutes north—a record 
which stood for twenty-five years. It 
took the Abruzzi expedition considerably 
more than a year to make it. 

“It was a magnificent piece of work, 
and the fact that they have returned 
without accident will certainly «.imulate 
air work in the polar regions. 


Return by Eastward Course. 


“It was to be expected that the winds 
would cause some drift to the west on 
the flight towards the Pole. On the 
flight towards the Pole they would have 
no landmark. The compass will not 
work, and the sun compass’ which 
Amundsen carried will not give exact 
bearings. . The return trip naturally fol- 
lowed an eastward course, Spitzbergen 
makes a huge landmark, visible for sev- 
eral hundred miles. The flyers could 
keep their.nose on that and fly in a 
straight line, regardless of the wind. 
Their course would be eastward only 
because the first flight-was unintention- 
ally westward of a straight line. 

“There was nothing very extraordinary 
in what happened to Amundsen’s party. 
It was one of a hundred kinds of acci+ 
dents which it might have experienced, 


but one of the very worst things that 
could happen. One thing an explorer, 
whether an air explorer or a surface 
explorer, dreads most is to be caught in 
forming ice. It is like a fly being caught 
in fly-paper. It is a remarkable thing 
that anything as fragile as an aircraft 
could be extricated and flown again. 

“This expedition is momentous in 
many nr te and is particularly remark- 
able for the sagacity and courage of the 
party. The decision whether to aban- 
don the planes and make a dash acroas 
the ice or to fight to get a plane in fly- 
ing condition again was a matter of life 
and death. If, in'the end, the effort to 
prepare the plane for flight had failed 
the case would have been desperate. 
With nearly all their food consumed the 
party would have nothing left but to t 
to work their way across the ice, which 
at this time of the year is rapidly break- 
ing up. I don’t think anything more 
dramatic can be imagined than such 
a life-and-death decision. Any piece of 
bad luck or bad judgment would have 
pretty nearly meant the end of the party. 

“It is nothing unusual to find open 
water in the Arctic and have a sudden 
shift in the wind freeze it, producing 
the so-called ‘young’ ice,” 


Six Persons in Expedition. 


Amundsen commanded one plane on 
the flight North, Lincoln Ellsworth of 
New York, financial organizer of the 
expedition, commanded the other. There 
were two pilots, Hjalmar Riiser-Larsen 
and Lief Dietrichson, and two me- 
chanics, Oskar Omdahl and Carl Feucht. 

They flew in two large Durnier-Wal 
metal planes, of the type with which 
the German aviator Richard Wagner 
had broken twenty German altitude, en- 


durance and distance records. Each was 
propelled by two Rolls-Royce engines. 

The distance from King’s Bay to the 
Pole is approximately 680 miles, and 
Amundsen expected to cover it in eight 
or nine hours. His announced plans 
called for a stop of one or two days’ at 
the Pole before the return flight. Over 
and above their calculated needs each 
plane carried a margin of gasoline suf- 
ficient for 200 extra miles. By using 
one engine, instead of two, it was cal- 
culated that a further saving in fue) 
might be rhade. 

In preparation for an accident in land 
ing which might incapacitate the twe 
planes, Amundsen carried equipment 
necessary for a dash of 427 miles” over 
the ice from the North Pole to Cape 
Columbia on Grant Land, Ellesmere 
Island, north of Greenland. It was 
from Cape Columbia that Peary made 
his historic dash to the Pole. Peary’s 
return trip was precisely that which 
Amundsen planned tn case of the loss 
of his planes. 

Amundsen carried in his planes hand- 
sleds, a collapsible canvas boat, Arctic 
clothes and footgear, rifles, shotguns 
and ammunition and thirty days’ rations 
per man of pemmican, hardtack, coffee 
and chocolate. 

Lincoln Ellsworth wrote to his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Prentice, that she would 
have no cause to worry for their safety 
until a year had elapsed without word 
from them. He was np ge ng confi- 
dent of success in retreating on ice from 
the Pole if they were unable to fly 
back. Amundsen ordered his two ships 
to remain near Spitzbergen for three 
weeks, and if he did not reappear in 
that time to proceed to the edge of the 
ice pack and cruise about it,

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BRITISH AND FRENCH 
SECURITY POSITION 


By EDWIN L. JAMES. 
Centinued from Page 1, Column 1. 


LONDON, June 18 (#).—Following is 
the text of the German memorandum of 
Feb. 9, which is marked ‘‘strictly con- 
fidential”’ : 

In considering the vartous forms 
which a pact of security might at pres- 
ent take, one could proceed from an 
idea cognate to that from which the 
proposal made December, 1922, by Dr. 
Cuno (German Chancellor) sprang. 
Germany would, for example, declare 
her acceptance of a pact by virtue of 
which the powers interested in thd 
Rhine, above all, England, France and 
Italy, and Germany entered into a 
solemn obligation for a lengthy period, 
to be eventually defined more spe- 
cifically, vis-4-vis, the Government of 
the United States of America as Trus- 
tee, not to wage war against a con- 
tracting State. 

A comprehensive arbitration treaty, 
such as has been concluded in recent 
years between different European 
countries, could be amalgamated with 
such a pact. 

Germany is also prepared to conclude 
analogous arbitration treaties provid- 
ing for the peaceful settlement of 
juridical and political conflicts with 
all the other States as well. 

Furthermore, a pact expressly guar- 
anteeing the present territorial status 
of the Rhine would also be acceptable 
t» Germany. The purport of such a 
pact could be, for instance, that in- 
terested States bound themselves re- 
ciprocally to observe the involiability 
of the present territorial status on the 
Rhine: that they both jointly and in- 
dividually guaranteed fulfillment of 
his obligation and, finally, that they 
would regard any action running coun- 
ter to such obligation as affecting 
them jointly and individually. 

In the same sense the treaty States 
could guarantee in this pact felfill- 
ment of the obligation to demilitarize 
the Rhineland, which Germany has 
undertaken in Articles 42 and 43 of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

Again, arbitration agreements of the 
kind defined above between Germany 
and all those States which were ready 


on their side to accept such agree- 
ments could be combined with such a 
pact. 

To the example set out above, still 
other possibilities of solution could be 
linked. Furthermore, tha ideas on 
which these examples are based could 
be combined in different ways. ' 

Again, it would be worth considering 
whether it would not be advisable to 
so draft the security pact that it would 
prepare the way for a world conven- 
tion, to inelude all States along the 
lines of the protocol for the pacific 
settlement of international differences, 
drawn up by the League of Nations 
and that in case such a world con- 
vention was achieved it could be ab- 
sorbed by it or worked into it.

Britain’s Position Reiterated.

generally, she is not prepared to guar- 
antee them, saying:

any future negotiations. 

Point 1—The memorandum only 
mentions incidentally the League of 
Nations. Now, the allied States are 
members of the League of Nations 
and are bound by the Covenant of the 
League which involves for them clear- 
ly defined rights and obligations with 
the object of maintaining general 
peace. The German proposals, no 
doubt, lay claim to the same ideal, 
but no agreement could be achieved 
unless Germany on her side assumes 
the obligations and enjoys the rights 
laid down in the Covenant of the 
League. This agreement then can only 
be conserved if Germany herself en- 
ters the League of Nations under the 
conditions laid down in the note from 
the Council of the League dated 
March 13, 1925. 

Peace Treaty Modification. 

Point 2—Thesearch for guarantees of 
security which the world demands 
cannot involve any modification of the 
peace treaties. The proposed agree- 
ments, therefore, ought not either to 
imply revision of these treaties or to 
result in practice in a modification of 
the conditions laid down for the ap- 
plication of certain of their clauses. 
Thus the Allies cannot in any case 
abandon the right to oppose any fail- 
ure to observe the stipulations in these 
treaties, even if the stipulations in 
question do not directly concern them. 

Point 3—The memorandum of Feb. 
9 contemplates, first of all, the con- 
clusions between the powers interested 
in the Rhine of a pact which might be 
inspired by the following principles: 
(1) Repudiation of all idea of war be-

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Announce- 
ment was made by the State Department 
today that the Italian Government would 
begin negotiations for the funding of 
Italy’s war-time debt of $2,138,543,000 on 
June 25. This development was received} 
with undisguised satisfaction by Treas-| 
ury and State Department officials, who} 





appeared confident that terms would be/a 


reached upon which a final settlement 
would be possible at an early date. The 
State Department announcement fol- 
lows: 

“Following informal conversations 
which have taken place between the Ital- 
ian Government and the State and 


Treasury Departments, Premier Musso- 
lint has communicated to the American 
Government through the Italian Ambas- 
sador that Italy is ready to begin of: | 
ficial negotiations for the settlement of | 
her debt. The date for the beginning of 
such negotiations is June v5.”’ 

In view of the short interval before 
the beginning of negotiations it is under- | 
stood that Ambassador di Martino will 
represent Italy on that oceasion. He 
expects, it was said, that experts will be 
sent at an early date from Italy to as- 
sist in the negotiations and it is regard- 
ed as possible that commissioners may 
be named, though no official informa- 
on in this regard was obtainable to- 
day. 

It is understood that Ambassador di 
Martino acted upon direct instructions 
from Premier Mussolini, who it was also 
reported here had announced officially 
in Rome today that Italy had notified 
the United States and the Government 
of Great Britain that Italy was ready 
to open war debt negotiations. 

The first meeting in regard 
Italian debt, it is understood, willbe 
in the nature of a preliminary discus- 
sion of the problem, as it inay be im- 
practicable to call a meeting of the 
American World War Debt Commission 
by June 25.

The buying | 
developed late in the day repre- | 
sented the first support that the lira has} 
received since the rapid decline of the | 
last few days began. ;

Shepherd asked 
him about the criminal phases of bac- 
teriology, a subject on which Faiman 
is an undoubted expert. 

“He asked me if I had known of-any 
cases that bacteria were used in as 
criminal means,’’ said Faiman, ‘‘and I 
toll him that there were undoubtedly 
but I had never heard of their 
being brought out in a trial, and we 
talked about the virility of tubercu- 
losis germs. I told htm that they 
very slowly and sometimes take a num- 
ber of years to take effect on the body; 
in fact, you conld carry them for life 
without being noticeably affected, and 
he asked me how the bacteria usually 
enter the body. 

“‘T told him the different means by 
whfch the different bacteria entered the 
body; some through food, some through 


| water and some just through the air, by 


respiration, and [ told him that tuber- 
culosis bacillus is usually inhaled 
settles in the lungs, and that 2 gg 
is usually taken in food, or milk or 
water, but generally through contami- 
natéd water in localities where sewage 
enters into the source of water supply. 

“He asked me how the disease was 
detected and 1 told him that.there was 
a serological test made in the laboratory 
of the patient’s blood and the bacteria. 
They are mixed together and if the blood 
stops the bacteria from moving that 
shows that the patient has. typhoid 
fever, indirectly. This could not be 
found out until after at least eight or 
ten days of the infection, I told him, 
because the germs stayed in the blood 
for about that time and then they left 
off foci, which they usually are found in, 
such as the pyers patches in the lymph 
glands and the small intestines, and the 
mesenteric gland in the spleen, ulcers 
and liver. 

“TI told him that the blood could some- 
times be cultured if the doctor had any 
idea of what the disease was the first 
few days when he called on the patient, 
and he could take the blood and make 
a culture on it and build up the germ. 
This was not usually done because very 
few doctors recognized typhoid fever at 
once; it usually begins like a cold or 
influenza or nephritis and other infec- 


jtions in the body. 


Faiman Discusses Treatments. 


“Also told him of a lot of cases which | 


were aggravated this way because the 
first thing people do when they get sick 
is to take a physic, and in this disease 
it aggravated the case instead of mak- 
ing it better. That is how the disease 
gets hold of the body.’”’ 

Other witnesses have testified that 
Shepherd told of giving ‘Billy’ a 
physic, 

“IT asked him about the cultures,” said 
Faiman, “‘the germs I had given him 


| previously, and he said that they looked 


all right, and I told him that if there 
was any green mold forming on the 
top that showed that they were con- 
taminated and that it was no longer a 
pure culture, although germs, the ty- 
phoid bacilli, should be present there. 
I think that was all that visit.’’ 

At another time, Faiman said, he 
talked over with Shepherd the best way 
of infecting a person with bacilli, and 
Faiman told him it was through water, 
because the water could be loaded with 
germs and yet be clear as a crystal, and 
that when water enters the stomach it 
does not cause a secretion of acid, as 
food and milk do, which might kill the 
germs before they get into the blood. 

“T also told him how to transfer these 
cultures of typhoid bacilli,’’ said Faiman. 
“It was a very simple procedure. I just 
showed him how you take the material 
from One tube and place it in another 
tube, and they ‘grow on the food, on the 
agar. media, which is a solid media.’’ 

It was at the next meeting in June or 
July, 1924, that the two met at lunch in 
the Atlantic Hotel and discussed germs 
again. Then, said Faiman, for the first 
time Shepherd mentioned his family 
affairs. 


Says Shepherd Discussed “Billy.”’ 


“Mr. Shepherd told me that he had an 
adopted son and that he was. guardian 
of the boy,’’ said Faiman, ‘‘and I told 
him it was nice for him, as he did not 
have any of his own. He said that the 
boy was worth lots of money, probably 
one or two millions, and he told me his 


name was Billy. I asked him how old 
he was, and he said he was becoming 
of age now, and I told him it would put 
him in a kind of a bad fix to lose him 
when he became of age. I asked him if 
he arranged any will for him, and he 
said he had, that he could do prac- 
tically as he wanted with it. I told him 
it was very fortunate for him to have 
an. adopted boy, especially one with a lot 
of money. 

“IT told him definitely how the bacteria 
work on the body, how they cause death 
by three or four definite means, either 
by settling in the Poyer’s patches in the 
intestines and perforating them and 
causing death by peritonitis, or by erod- 
ing into the arteries and véins of the 
intestines and producing death by-hem- 
orrhage, or just by general toxemia. 

“I also explained that nobody would 


act } 


and | 


hardly be able to diagnose the disease 
for at least two weeks,¢ because the 
symptoms are so varied and indefinite 
and irregular in varying degrees.’’ 

Then Faiman came to the letter about 
which there has been so much said, the 
letter written by Shepherd asking infor- 
mation about courses; at the school and 
which the State claims he wanted to re- 
cover for fear it would lead to the proof 
of his studies in germs. Two or three 
weeks after the last talk, said Faiman, 
Shepherd called on him and talked about 
the files. He said there was something 
in them of importance to him, and Fai- 
man told him to take what he wanted 
not thinking of the letter. Shepuerd 
turned to the letter ‘‘S’’ in the file and 
took the letter out. 


Faiman Asked to Speak Up. 


At this point Feiman’s voice had sunk 
so low that hardly anybody could hear 
him, and one of the attorneys for the 
| defense spoke up and said even the de- 
| fendant, Shepherd, could not hear. Then 
| became apparent one of those artifices 
of the criminal lawyer, for neither Stew-

cannot hear it so much the better.’’ 

“IT told him that it was not very com- 
mon for somebody to come in and take 
something out of the school,’’ said Fai- 
man, “‘and he said that he would take 
care of me all right. I told him I did 
not like that taking care of. I told him 
that I ought to be getting something out 
of this thing, and so he,gave me $50 for 
the letter and told me that the other 
matter was going along nicely; and I 
told him we ought to get down to some 
definite arrangement on how I was go- 
ing to come out of this proposition. /He 
asked me what I thought it would be 
worth. I told him I ought to get a 
fourth of it, a fourth of the million dol- 
lars; and he kind of laughed, like it was 
a lot of maqney, or something. I told 
| him I had alot of money sunk in my 
place there and I did not like to take 
chances on something irregular if there 
was not plenty of money in it. Jt would 
not be worth my while. 


Says Shepherd promised $100,000. 


“T told him it gught to be worth a 
couple of hundred grand, anyhow, and 
he said that was too much money, so we 


finally compromised on $100,000 for me 
if everything was developed all right, 

“T asked him how long it would take 
to find out about those things, and he 
said it would not take more than three 
or four months for him to get the 
money. I think that was all at that 
visit at the university. 

‘‘A couple of weeks later Mr. Shepherd 
called me up and I made an appointment 
with him at the Hotel Morrison. I 
| him in the lobby and he seemed a little 
disturbed. I asked him how things were 
going and he said that Billy had been 
‘taken. sick. 

“T asked him if he had got a doc- 
tor for him and he said he had Dr. 
Stolp. I asked him about the treatment 
and he said he just gave him some 
catharthic, 

“He did not speak about vaccine at 
all. We did not sit down there. It was 
just a few minutes we were in that 
blind lobby that is facing Clark Sfreet.

Crowe Cross-Examines Faiman. 


State's Attorney Crowe then began the! 


cross-examination, and Faiman told him 
he had been graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, had started the 
study of medicine there, and obtained 
his doctor’s degree at the St. Louis Col- 


lege of Physicians and Surgeons. 

After working for a time in Chicago at 
laboratories and in a drug store, he 
started his ‘‘university.”’ 

Mr. Crowe brought out that when Fai- 
man was first questioned by Judge Ol- 
son and by the State’s Attorney’s office 
j he denied ever having met Shepherd and 
denied the existence of the $50 letter. 
Mr. Stewart objected strenuously to 
some of Mr, Crowe’s questions, sayin 
they lay in his province and he did no 
want his anticipated pleasure . taken 
from him. 

Mr. Crowe then developed that he had 
promised Faiman consideration if he 
would be a witness for the State, and 
Faiman said he had construed that as 
meaning he would have immunity for 
his share in the prosecution..

Faiman’'s first story that he had lost 
three tubes of typhoid bacilli was 
ferred to in cross-examination by Mr 
Stewart, who got him to admit that he 
had testified to that at a previous hear- 
ing. That was at a time that he still 
persisted he did not know Shepherd. 

“That wasn't true, was it’’’ asked 
Stewart. 

“That part was not,’’ said Faiman. 

Faiman atso admitted that he could 
not remember the name of any one who 
was present at his school when he was 
showing Shepherd the bacilli and appa- 
ratus there, and that although he was 
trying to interest Shepherd in a course 
of bacteriology he let months elapse 
without calling him or writing to him. 

Faiman got his meetings somewhat 
mixed up, also. He said he did 
suspect that a murder was 
planned even when Shepherd talked to 
him about Billy and Miss Pope. 

It was at the Atlantic Hotel that he 
first heard about Miss Pope, Faiman 
testified at the bail hearing, it was 
brought out, and Stewart got him to 
admit that Faiman could not have 
spoken to her at that meeting because 
he did not know. anything about her. 
He became somewhat tangled up on the 
family relationships and as to why he 
told Shepherd that 
Miss Pope would leave Shepherd out in

When Shepherd mentioned the will, 
Faiman told him he thought Miss Pope 
should be considered, and Stewart 
wanted to know why.

The letter to Congressman Mills reads: | 


Albany, N. Y., June 18, 1925. 

My Dear Congressman: I am in re- 
ceipt of your letter of June 13 and 
June 16. I am very thankful to you 
for your ready acceptance of my invi- 
tation to discuss publicly the proposed 
one hundred million dollar bond issue. 
All during my Governorship I have 
tried very hard to keep the people of 
the State well acquainted with all the 
details about the business of their 
Government. Your offer of assistance 
and cooperation, though belated, is 
nevertheless appreciated. 

Certainly, nothing but good can come 
from public discussion of the State's 
business. For a great many years it 
was shrouded in so much mystery 
that nobody knew very much about it 
and consequently displayed little in- 
terest in it. I knew that both Gov- 
ernor Miller snd yourself would be 
kind enough to talk this over with me 
in public and that is the reason why 
1 did not make answer to the objec- 
tions already raised by Senator Root, 
Henry L. Stimson, Governor Miller 
and yourself. I will take care of it 
at the proper time and in the proper 
place. You may be assured that 
will not sidestep any question that you 
or anybody else is able to raise in op- 
position to the bond issue. 

You refer in your letter to the park 
commissions, and say that one of the 
commission (I presume you mean the 
Long Island Park Commission) pre- 
pared plans for the expenditure in 
their district alone of millions of dol- 
lars more than the total amount au- 
thorized for the entire State.

Now let me answer your letter of 
June 16. You may have considerable 
knowledge about the financial opera- 
tions of the Federal Government, but 
a reading of your letter indicates that 
you have no knowledge of the State's 
| financial operations. From time im- 
memorial surplus has always been 
added by the Controller to the reve- 
nues of the State in order to produce 
| what has been referred to as the total 
estimated available resources against 
which appropriations can be made. 
Please do not think for a moment that 
I am finding fault with you because 
you do not understand the State's 
fiscal system. Very few men do. I 
spent a great many years studying it 
and at times it is puzzling to me. 

To begin with, the term ‘‘surplus’’ is 
not very well applied, buf is used for 
the want of a better word. The sur- 
plus really the difference between 
the available resources and the total 
expenditure that the State is commit- 
ted to by appropriation, and is esti- 
mated in advance. 

So the fact is that the estimated 
resources for the next fiscal year are 
not, as you say, $162,741,835, but were 
compiled at $185,466,261.80. After ex- 
tending relief to income taxpayers 
this amount was reduced by $8,500,000, 
leaving estimated available resources 
of $176,966,261.80. That is made up 
not only of the estimated surplus and 
th: estimated revenues but also of 
moneys frozen into the obligated sur- 
plus of the State but never spent, and 
removed therefrom by specific act of 
the Legislature, so that before the 
adjournment of the Legislature in 1925 
appropriations of public moneys were 
made against estimated resources of 
$176,966,261.80. 
Relief 


I suggested that if we extended the 
relief in 1925 that we extended 
1924 to taxpayers on real property 
should in all fairness extend it to 
income taxpayers. I am sorry that 
feel so disturbed over the fact 

that I suggest reduction in the income 

tax. You stood on a public platform 
| a short time ago and took a great 
deal of credit for the Republican Ad- 
ministration in Washington in the re- 
duction of the income tax and from 
the same platform you found fault 
with the Democratic Governor of New 

York State because he suggested that 
we give some relief to our State in- 
come taxpayers. Is Republican tax 
reduction any better than Democratic 
tax reduction? There can be no ex- 
cuse for this attitude except the one 
offered by prominent New York busi- 
ness men at the dinner of the Eco- 
nomic Club, and that excuse was 
**politics.”’ 

On the second page of your letter you 
have jumbled together a mass of fig- 
ures which mean nothing. You use the 
false figure of revenue and not the 
proper figure of resources and in that 
way you find some mysterious figure 
Close to $5,500,000 which you call a fail- 
ure to balance to budget. There isn’t 
any sense in that. Appropriations are 
made against available resources no 
matter from what source they come. 

You then

You make the mistake that most peo- 
ple make who are not familiar with the 
State's fiscal system of believing that

All appro- 
priations made by the 1926 Legislature 
will be made against the available re- 
sources of the following fiscal year,

In attempting 
to speak about the cost of Govern- 
ment you have copied the wrong set 
of figures from the Controller's re- 
port. You have given the figures of 
actual expenditure. Obviously that 


proves nothing. <A large appropriation - 


held in the mortgaged surplus in 1925 


may not be all expended for several 
years to come, and these figures as 
given you simply tend to confuse the 
situation further. 

For instance, you say that in 1925, 
of which only five and a half months 
have lapsed, the State nas_ spent 
$169,486,799. If any high school boy 
or girl, after a reading of the finan- 
cial reports, were to make that mis- 
take, I would feel in duty bound to 
take the matter up with the Depart- 
ment of Education. When all is said 
and done, you know that the Govern- 
ment does not appropriate money. 
You know that the Democratic Party 
has been in contro! of the Legisla- 
ture only two years, 1911 and 19138, 
in all of the years which have elapsed 
since 1892, and statements about the 
mounting cost of Government was an 
attempt to charge them to Governor 
Smith are such palpable political bunk 
that everybody in the State is on to 
it. And please refrain from that loose 
talk of exhausting the surplus. You 
don’t understand it. 

I notice that you refrained from any 
comment on any part of my financial 
statement except the figures. Il know 
you do not like the document. Neither 
does any other organization Republi- 
can, but forward looking citizens of 
both parties interested in the State 
first and their political organization 
second are entirely satisfied, as is 
evidenced by the number of letters 
received by me from prominent men 
in your party, commending the stand 
which I have taken in criticism of 
the Republican ieaders of the Legisla- 
ture for the bungling way in which 
they handled the financial bills at the 
last session, 

I offered several remedfes, one par- 
ticularly in the creation of an execu- 
tive budget by constitutional amend- 
ment which not only provides for the 
preparation of a budget but sets forth 
a more orderly procedure by consti- 
tutional law for the handling of the 
appropriation bills after they reach 
the Legislature. About this I notice 
you have nothing to say. 

Your silence is also noticeable on the 
question of the consolidation of scat- 
tered activities of the State by consti- 
tutional amendments to be submitted 
to the voters this Fall, although you 
did state at the Economic Club dinner 
that you favored the proposal. You 
have considerable influence in your 
party, and jn the interest of the State 
of New York I would suggest that 
you exercise it to prevent a side- 
swiping of this amendment at the 
hands of the small town politicians. 

I notice very carefully the postscript 
to your letter. I have never urged 
that the Legislature of 1925 be given 
any power of any kind. I am living 
in the hope that the people this Fall 
will materially alter its complexion 
so far as the Assembly is concerned. 
They cannot get at the Senate for 
another year, but I think the leaders 
of the upper body got their lesson this 
Spring, and I am not looking for a 
reoccurance of the foolish moves which 
they attempted without success only a 
few months ago. 

I am tickled with your little expres- 
sion at the end: “I don’t get you, 
Governor.” You get me, Congress- 
man, and you know you know you get 
me. No man is as blind as the man 
who does not want to see. You are 
in the awkward position of attempting 
a party service after your leaders in 
the Legislature muffed the ball so 
often that they could plainly hear the

South Bay. The plan for development 
was prepared for the committee by 
Charles Downing Lay, landscape archi- 
tect, who also has laid out a proposed 
route of a middle island parkway fa- 
vored by the committee instead of the 


State’s northern State parkway. 

In previous statements the Nassau 
County Committee drew comparisons be- 
tween the land values of the Wheatley 
Hills district and undeveloped portions 
of the island to which the Long Island 
State Park Commission, Robert Moses, 
President, yesterday took exception. 

After describing the opposition to the 
Island park program in a pre 
pared report, the commission charged 
contrary to statements of North 
ley Hills section and on the North Shore 
wus too expensive for park and parkway 
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developments as compared with districts 
in the centre of the island, land in 
Wheatley Hills was by no means the 
most expensive in Nassau County. 


Large Estate Assessments.

FUTILE, SAYS CRAIG 


Controller Attacks Transporta- 
tion Board’s Proposal to As- 
sess Benefited Property. 


DOUBTS VALUE OF BONDS 


Questions if City Could Raise $187,- 
000,000 for New Tubes With- 
out Increasing Tax Rate. 


The Board of .Transportation’s plan to 
pay 25 per cent. of the cost of new sub- 
ways by assessment on adjoining prop- 
erty was pronounced impracticable by 
Controller Charles L. Craig yesterday.

~ DEFENSE DAY TEST} 


Asks Whole City to Join in the 
Patriotic Celebration 
on July 4. 


ENRIGHT HEADS COMMITTEE 


Executive Urges All Men of Eligi- 
ble Age to Enlist in Home 
Defense Units. 


Mayor Hylan issued a proclamation 
yesterday directing general observance 
by the city of July 4 as the second an- 
nual Defense Test Day, in accordance 
with Federal and State proclamations. 

As Honorary Chairman of the New 
York Defense Day Committee he also 
appointed the following members of that 
body: Police Commissioner Richard E. 
Enright, Chairman; Fire Commissioner 
Thomas J. Drennan, Street Cleaning 
Commissioner Alfred A. Taylor and 
Commissioner of Correction Frederick 
A. Wallis. The committee, the Mayor 
said, would cooperate with Colonel 
Peter E. Traub, representing Major Gen. 
Summerall of the Second Corps Area, 
U. S. A., and with such committees as 
may be appointed by the Borough Presi- 
dents. 

Coincident with the naming of the 
committee the Mayor issued the follow- 
ing proclamation: 


PROCLAMATION BY THE MAYOR. 
To the People of the City of New 
York: 

Whereas, the President of the United 
States has authorized the War De- 
partment to hold a second defense 
test on July 4, 1925: 

Whereas, the Governor of the State 
of New York has issued a proclama- 
tion requesting ‘‘the authorities of the 
cities and villages of the State of 
New York in which units of the Reg- 
ular Army, National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserves are located to con- 
fer with the committees appointed for 
these various localities by Federal 
authority, looking to a proper ob- 
servance of that day’’; 

Whereas, the general purpose of this 
Defense Test is to acquaint the peo- 
ple with the national defense policies 
and to have all engage in practical 
demonstrations of patriotism; 

Whereas, these units depend on the 
community to which they belong for 
personnel, shelter, supply and other 
necessities ; 

Whereas, this Defense Test has all 
the aspects of the Muster Day rallies 
of the earlier days in the life of our 
nation and, falling on Independence 
Day, will have local community cele- 
brations as its background ; 

Now, therefore, I, John F. Hylan, 
Mayor of the City of New York, de- 
clare that I will appoint a General 
Committee for the City of New York 
to carry into effect the policies above 
set forth and to cooperate with the 
Federal committees duly appointed, 
and I urge the Presidents of the 
Boroughs of Manhattan, Brooklyn, 
the Bronx, Queens and Richmond 
likewise to appoint committees for 
these purposes in their respective 
boroughs. 

Further, I earnestly request that 
the city be decorated with the Stars 
and Stripes, service flags @nd the 
city's banner; that all our citizens, 
men and women, especially our newly 
naturalized ones, and all patriotic, 
fraternal, welfare, civic and church 
organizations unite on this day in 
demonstrating that we remember 
gratefully the secrifices made by our 
people in the cause of National De- 
fense and that we stand ready in a 
new spirit of devotion to do our full 
duty as citizens of this Republic in 
any future emergency; 

Let the men of eligible age under 
our Constitution voluntarily join, as 
did their forebears, their home defense 
units on July 4 for parade and patri- 
otic demonstrations and to show those 
units as we depend upon them in their 
present strength so they can rely on 
us to strengthen them in case of 
need. 

Let there be places in all our exer- 
cises on July 4 for our school chil- 
dren, so that they, who will hold us 
responsible for the way we have led 
them, may imbibe from their elders 
moral strength to meet their duties 
and obligations as future citizens, 

I recommend to all, in so far as they 
may be able, to assemble on July ¢ 
in their various places of worship and 
offer thanks to Almighty God for the 
peace and security we are now enjoy- 
ing and prayers for a continuance of 
His divine protection.

Three cases of encephalitis lethargica, 
or sleeping sickness, have been reported 
here, Health Department officials said 
yesterday. This number, they said, is 
not unusual. 

Since the influenza epidemic in 1918, 
there has been a noticeable increase of 
over the United 
States, health officers say. In New York 
alone, it was said, there have been an 
average of from two to five deaths per 
week. For the week ending June 6, six 
deaths were reported as against five for 
the same period in 1924. For the week 
ending June 13, three deaths were re- 
ported as against two during the same 
period last year. 

There are two forms of sleeping sick- 
ness, Dr. William H. Park, Director of 
the Health Department laboratories, ex- 
plained. The first is common to Africa 
and is known as trypanosamiasis, It 
is believed to be caused by the bite of 
tse-tse fly through the in- 
troduction of the trypanosoma germ into 
the blood. 

The more common form, encephalitis 
lethargica, is not really sleeping sick- 
ness, Dr. Park said. The symptoms, he 
explained, are not always the same, and 
while in some persons they are mani- 
fested by a lethargy or drowsiness, in 
other patients they take the form of 
high nervous excitement. 


Little Known of the Illness. 

Dr. Park said that little is known re- 
garding the cause of or cure for sleep- 
ing sickness. Still less, he said, is known 
of the means: by which it is carried. 


COAL MINE MERGERS 
URGED FOR ECONOMY 


Philadelphia Banker T ells Nation- 
al Coal Association T hat Consoli- 
dation Means Financial Strength. 


CHICAGO, June 18 (#).—Consolidation 
of coal mining companies in the interest 
of economy was advocated here today 
by Robert K. Cassatt, Philadelphia 
banker, addressing the National Coal 
Association convention. 

Advantage of mergers, Mr. Cassatt 
held, are ‘‘economy in overhead and 
selling expense; economy in the purchas- 
ing department, and correction of de- 
structive competitive conditions, as dis- 
| tinguished from combinatlons to control 


prices.” ‘ 
No banker could do justice to the sub- 
ject of extension of credit to coal com- 
panies, the speaker said, without point- 
ing out “‘the question of labor supply 
and its compensation.’’ In districts 


where the compensation demanded by 
labor seems excessive, he said, bankers 
will hesitate to advance funds. Where 
rofits seem to depend on abnormally 
ow wages, bankers will be cautious in 
making loans. 

“I know that I am here on delicate 
ground,” Mr. Cassatt continued, ‘‘and 
that the law is intended very properly 
to prevent any approach of monopoly, 
but what I have in mind is very dif- 
ferent. No monopoly in the bituminous 
coal trade is in my opinion possible. 
doubt if amy one company has ever 
mined over 4 per cent. of the national 
production, and I do not believe that 
either the law-making bodies or the pub- 
lic will object to efforts by you men 
tending to the elimination of loss and 
the realization of a reasonable profit. 

“Larger companies mean greater fi- 





nancial strength, which in turn permits | 


the installation of the most modern 
machinery, with censequent reduction in 
cost. 

“A company operating a large number 
of mines has a tremendous advantage 
over the operation of a single unit, It 
can get cheaper power; it can give 
better service to its customers and it 
can in times of surplus production secure 
greater economy in operation through 
shutting down some units and operating 
others on full time.”

Starting Times and Courses

Mallory, ac- 
cording to reports from Poughkeepsie, 
recently suffered convulsions after a 
four-mile trial. He is said to have had 
the same trouble last Fall when he tried 
for the Penn football eleven. Rice kept 
Mallory in his position, as he is one of 
the strongest oarsmen in the Penn shell.

Senator La Fo.LLeTTe’s public career 
maturally divides itself into two. pe- 
rigds. The later one begins roughly 
at 1912. Since that year he had 
passed through some of his most un- 
happy phases. Physically and men- 
tally not the man he was before, he 
yet pursued his bitter and lonely way, 
his hand against every man, always 
objecting and protesting and fighting, 
yet never able to put to his credit 
anything like the constructive work 
that marked his service as Governor 
of Wisconsin. To the end he kept 
alive his belligerent and defiant spirit, 
though it was well known to his 
friends, and even obvious to the pub- 
lic, that for more than a year past 
he had been a broken man with but 
a short time to live. One of the argu- 
ments quietly used against his Presi- 
dential candidacy last year was that, 
even if elected, he would not in all 
probability live out his term. That 
forecast is now seen to have been 
justified. 

Going back to the 
Rosert M. La Fouvetre in the House 
of Representatives and in the Gov- 
ernorship of Wisconsin, followed by 
the earlier years of his service in the 
Senate, the country saw in him then 
a public man to be reckoned with. 
He was vigorous and aggressive, but 
was much more than a “vulgar agi- 
tator. He had a capacity for hard 
work, and attacked the subjects in 
which he was particularly interested 
with something of the zeal of a real 
student. In this special ability he far 
excelled Mr. Bryan, Doubtless he was 
also aided by availing himself of the 
work of others. But no man who chal- 
lenged him in the old days on ques- 
tions connected with taxation, rail- 
roads or’ public utilities found him 
a negligible opponent. In knowledge 
of his topic he often showed himself 
a formidable debater, though he had 
an unfortunate habit of wearying 
those whom he was seeking to con- 
vince, and of tearing pagsions to tat- 
ters on all occasions. But the Wis- 
consin appetite for his style of ora- 
tory seems to have been immense and 


early days of 


unappeasable. 

His hold on that State was first ac- 
quired in his long fight for reforms in 
taxation which he was able to carry 
through. Their final effect on the 
prosperity of Wisconsin has been left 
in much doubt; but the kind of legis- 
lation which he advocated and se- 
cured, together with the type of ad- 
ministration which he sought to es- 
tablish, bespoke qualities other than 
those of a reckless radical. And some 
of the causes upon which he flung 
himself when he first went to the 
Senate had merits which could not be 
obscured by his intolerant and vehe- 
ment methods of debate. 

Politically, Senator La FOLLETTE 
was a singular bundle of inconsisten- 
cies. He thundered against party 
bosses, yet in Wisconsin he was .one 
of the most tyrannical and proscrip- 
tive bosses that ever lived. For years 
he ruled the Republican Party in his 
own State with a rod of iron. He 
declaimed against the use of money in 
politics, yet was not unwilling himself 
to spoil the Egyptians, as was brought 
out in the story of his financial rela- 


tions with ex-Senator STEPHENSON of | 


Wisconsin. For a long time Senator 
La Fo.LuettTe professed that his one 
great object in public life was to re- 
form ¢ the Republican Party from 
within, with the incidental result of 
inducing it to nominate him for the 
Presidency. But in later years lhe 
gave it up in disgust and weariness 
and went off into his futile bolt of 
1924. The popular vote which he 
obtained in the last Presidential elec- 
tion was more a vote of general dis- 
content than of belief or hope in his

If the experience of Austria is a 
precedent, Germany is likely to find 
the coming year one of trial.

As bad is the difficulty of 
manufacturers in adjusting themselves 
to stable money. In Austria the first 
wave of prosperity was followed by 
extended unemployment and by a 
heavy curtailment .in the buying 
power of the people.

fining true Americanism: “ It is idle 
“to expect homogeneity in this coun- 
“try with respect to race. True 
‘“* Americanism is of the spirit, and 
“not of any race or strain.’’ On the 
same day JOHN H. CLARKE, late Asso- 
ciate Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, speaking at Brown Uni- 
versity, protested against use of the 
phrase ‘‘ 100 per cent. Americanism ” 
to express an attitude “‘ of self-suffi- 
cient superiority to our neighbors.”’ 

Mr. HuGuHeEs’s caution against the 
employment of so-called science to 
bolster up a prejudice is all the more 
striking because he concedes the

The argument from racial fitness 
had some substance so long as it con- 
fined itself to the record from experi- 
ence.

The races of 
Europe have been classified by des- 
tined funetion. These are born to lead 
and govern, these to till the soil and 
obey, these to seethe and destroy. For 
the purposes of Americanization it 
ceased to be a question of more prom- 
ising and less promising material.

BIRDS AND OIL SLUDGE. 

Although there is little new in the 
appeal of the English author, H. Dg 
Vere STACPOOLB, that something be 
done to protect sea birds from the ef- 
fects of oil on the water, his descrip- 
tion of their suffering is moving. Re- 
ports from our own shores have told 
how the sludge pumped out by the 
tankers and oil-burning vessels clings 
to the feathers of birds at sea, some- 
times making flight impossible and 
often causing raw places on the skin, 
which result in infection or death. 
According to British observation, slow 
death by starvation {s also brought 
about. The birds are unable to clean 
either themselves or their fellows. As 
a result 


we find tangled on the sea wrack- 
masses of black filth that are still 
living birds, and we have seen in oil 
when it is concentrated into long 
black lines the horrors of black croak- 
ing phantoms that were still birds. 


This is off the coast of England and 
off France. The same condition exists 
off the coast of Anierica. The prob-

of international agreement. Already 
the English and Americans have 
passed laws regulating the discharge 
of oil in coastal waters. But this does 
not affect the region beyond the three- 
mile limit. Oil has a long life afloat 
and can be carried far by wind or 
current. This means that until dump- 
ing at sea as well as near the shore 
has been prohibited it is hard to avoid 
damage whether to bird life or to fish 
or to the beaches. In England as 
here whole stretches of bathing sands 
have been rendered almost useless by 
the quantity of sludge washed ashore. 
An international conference on the 
control of the use of oil at sea has 
long been contemplated. There is no 
reason to believe that any nation or 
group would oppose an agreement to 
end the destructive waste. The trouble 
comes from the fact that many ship- 
owners claim that really satisfac- 
tory machinery for utilizing or storing 
oil waste has not yet been perfected. 
The cost of’ installation is undeniably 
high. Furthermore, those who live 
on the sea are more impfessed with 
the capacity of that body of water to 
absorb waste than they are with the 
drift of oil. 
it is simpler to empty their waste 
wherever they happen to be. 
hard not to believe that the present 
methods are uneconomic. Claims have 
been made in both Japan and Eng- 
land that it is possible to utilize 90 
per cent. of what is now discarded, 
and to do so at a profit. Only by 
stopping in some way the practice of 
dumping oil at sea can we be sure to 
end the damage to animal life and to 
human pleasure caused by it.

CHILDREN AND ANIMALS. 


Splendid Work In Pablic Schools 
Teaching Humane Treatment. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I call attention to the splendid 
humane work done by boys in Public 
School 95 under the leadership of Miss 
Margaret J. Bonnell, a teacher there? 
The boys have just given to the New} 
York Women’s League for Animals $160, | 
to be used for its watering stations for | 
horses. They raised this by voluntarily 
paying an admission fee to a marion- 
ette show which the officers of the Ju- | 
nior Branch for Animals had arranged 
as a reward for their services in rescu- | 
ing injured and homeless dogs, cats and | 
birds. 

In this connection the Women’s 
League wishes to announce that its| 
members are ready to help, in any way} 
they can, teachers desirous of developing 
humane education. They would be glad | 
at any time to visit schools and to aid| 
In the organization of junior branches, 
such as now exist in the school just 
mentioned and in Public School 38. Some | 
years ago Mrs. James Speyer and other | 
women obtained the passage of a State 
law requiring a half-hour period of hu- 
mane instruction in the schools each 
week. Mrs. Henry J. Preston of the} 


Department of Education of the A. S. 
P. C. A. has done fine work along this 


line. 

We feel, however, that there is much 
more to be done in enlisting the services 
of children to reduce the number of 
starving and homeless dogs and cats, | 
especially in the tenement districts. It 
is generally easy to direct a child’s en- | 
ergy, and the untaught boy who teases | 
a helpless animal may be brought to 
realize that animal's capacity for suf- 
fering and to spend his energy in suc- 
coring it. If all children were Scoperty | 
taught their responsibilities to their | 
dumb friends the humane societies 
would soon be relieved of the sad task

SAYS BUILDING IS NEEDED 


Chairman of Board of Trustees De- 
plores Present Facilities—Asks 
the Interest of Citizens. 


Hunter College awarded degrees to 284 | 
young women at the annual commence- | 
ment exercises of the class of 1925, 
held yesterday morning at 10:30 o'clock | 
in the chapel of the college, Park — 
mue and Sixty-eighth Street. 

The degrees were conferred by Dr. 
George Samler Davis, President of the | 
college, after the presentation of the | 
candidates by Adolf Pusse, Professor of | 
German. 

A picturesque feature at the close of | 
the exercises was the traditional plant- | 
ing of the ivy by the class of ’ The 
ivy was planted alongside of the ‘south 
wall of the main building by Miss Paul 
Swerling, President of the class, with a | 
trowel which she received from Miss | 
Janet Winnant, President of the class | 
of ‘24. 


After the ivy had been planted the 
graduates sang two of the senior class | 
gongs, at the close of which Miss Re- 
becca Taleisnik, the-incoming President 
of the class of '26, said to the grad- 
uwates: ‘‘I hope we plant our ivy beside 
the new building.”’ 

Discusses New Building. 


The subject of the new building was 
@iscussed in an address at the exercises | 
by Dr. Harry P. Swift, Chairman of | 
the Board of Trustees, on behalf of the | 
board. He stressed the fact that the| 
college was sorely in need of housing | 
accommodations, and announced that | 
the plans drawn by the Department of | 
Buildings of the Board of Edation for 
the new building, which will cost ap- 
proximately $5,600,000, had been ap- 
proved by the college trustees and sub- | 
mitted to the Board of Estimate. The 
matter had been turned over to the! 
Committee on the Whole, he said, but | 
mo definite action was expected until the | 
Fall. 

Dr. Swift appealed to the citizens of 
New York to take an interest in Hunter | 
College. The boys have been well 
housed, he said, and it did not seem 
quite fair that the girls, after going 
through the public schools and high 
echools, should not have the same ac- 
commodations. ‘‘We haven't room to 
take care of them,” he added. 

In explaining how ,inadequate the 
present buildings were for the students, 


Dr. Swift said the college could take 
eare of only 6U0 new students this Au- 
tumn, although they already had 800 ap- 
plications for admittance. 

With the exception of the new build- 
ing on the Lexington Avenue side, he 
said, the buildings were antique, and 
had none of the facilities that a college 
should have. 

The baccalaureate address was_de- 
livered by Dr. Edward S. Burgess, Pro- 
fessor of Biological Science, who is_ 70 
years old, and is retiring. The Kev. Dr. 
Ralph W. Sockman, pastor of the Madi- 
gon Avenue Methodist Church, gave the 
invocation and pronounced the _ bene- 
diction.

DR. GLENN FRANK SPEAKS

The Great Hall of the College of the 
City of New York, with its huge Gothic | 
its groined ceiling and the 
heraldic atmosphere suggested by the 
university banners that hang near the 
rafters, was filled to overflowing yester- 
day by the 669 seniors who received de- 
grees at -the college’s seventy-ninth 
commencement and the several thousand 
relatives and friends present to observe. 
Yesterday's class was the largest ever 
graduated from the institution. 

The academic procession formed in 
Lincoln Corridor, on the first floor of the 
main college building, and moved in 
the floor above and 


through the crowded Great Hall to the 
platform, where President Sidney Ed- 
ward Mezes and the Officials and guests 
took their seats. The students and some 
of the Faculty were seated in the hall 
below them. The front row of the 
seniors’ seats was occupied by gradu- 
ating students in the uniforms of Second 
Lieutenants. Upon them were bestowed 
commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps certifying to successful completion 
of the course in military science. 

Hundreds of persons were obliged to 
stand throughout the exercises. They 
retained their places despite the heat in 
the auditorium, which was spoken of 
by Moses J. Stroock, Chairman of the} 
Board of Trustees, who presided, as a 
reason for shortening the exercises. The 
only long speech was made by Glenn 
Frank, editor of The Century Magazine 
and President-elect of the University of 
Wisconsin.

LARGE CROWD SEES 
LAW SCHOOL RITES 


Institution in Carnegie Hall. 


MAYOR HYLAN IS PRESENT 


Tells Students That When He At- 
tended the School He Ran Loco- 
motive 13 Hours a Day. 


The commencement exercises of the 
New York Law School were held last 
night in Carnegie Hall. Every seat in 
the hall was occupied, and spectators 
lined the walls on both sides of the 
orchestra, 

The exercises opened with a prayer 
by the Rev. Abram 8S. Kavamnagh, D. 
D. Dr. Harrington Putnam, ex-Justice 
of the Supreme Court of New York 
State, was the principal speaker. He 
told the 279 graduates that health was 
the prime requisite of their professional 
careers, “for without health, the knowl- 
edge you have gained is useless.’ 

“One of the chief errors of lawyers,” 
he said, “‘is laying stress on the law and 
not on the facts. Your client often has 
a one-sided version of his controversy. 
It is your duty to be zealous for the 
facts, not in general, but in minute 
detail.” 

Speaking of the, future of the pro- 
fession, he said: ‘‘As we progress, we | 
are bound to come into closer contact | 
with that ancient system of Jurispru- | 
dence on the Continent, which we call } 
the Civil Law. Our pe Saxon law} 
has been built up by the popular ver- 
dict,” he continued, “and through the 
participation of the people in it, it is 
unique. 

He cautioned the graduates against 
underestimating the knowledge and per- 
ception of a jury. uries have an in- 
stinctive sense of nuine and frank | 
statements of fact,” he said, ‘‘and if 
they observe some artifice or apparent 
hiding of some issue they are most likely 
to discern the subterfuge.’’ He remarked 
that the jury system operates much bet- 
ter today than it did thirty years ago. 

‘“‘However successful you nay’ be,”’ he 
concluded, ‘‘do not fail at times to give 
voluntary counsel to help bring about 
and harmony, and do} 
not refuse to arbitrate such differences. 
Such a service, if rendered fairly, is a 
great or small, which | 
should not be disappointed in seeking | 
aid from one learned in the law.”’ . 

At the conclusion of Dr. Putnarn’s | 
speech, Professor Robert D. Petty, Dean 
of the Law School, announced that | 
Mayor Hylan, a former student of the | 
school, was present and would award 
the prizes. After presenting the prizes 
to the seven honor students of the 
school, the Mayor said: ‘‘I am delighted | 
to have the honor to be present here | 
tonight and to award the prizes to these | 
honor students.

Lira Drops to Lowest Point in 
Four Years—Franc Reaction- 


ary—Sterling Firm. 


A sharp crack in Italian lira, the worst 
that has been experienced in a single 
day’s business and which pushed the 
rate to 3.54% cents, proved the feature 
of the trading in the foreign bill market 
yesterday. At this point Italian ex- 
change is unequaled since January, 
1921, and within 4% cent of the record 
low for all time established in 1920. 
London and the Continent were weak be- 
fore our opening, this bringing the first 
business here at a twelve-point decline, 
at 3.66% cents. Selling orders kept pour- 
ing in from all over, the volume of busi- 

| ness running on a scale unprecedented 
in lira and at times causing a decline 
of as much two and three points be- 
tween sales, 

At midday the trend switched on the 
appearance of support, several promi- 
nent Italian banks jumping in with bids 
for two and three hundred thousand lire 
at a clip, forcing the rate back to 3.74 
cents. At the outset of the rally there 
was a rise from 3.55 to 3.60 cents bid 
without a sale. Grain purchases by 
Italy was the explanation advanced for 
the weakness, bankers close to the situa- 
tion asserting that considerable quanti- 
ties of Argentine wheat had been pur- 
chased, and this was substantiated by a 
rise of %& cent in Buenos Aires exchange, 
to 40.50 cents. 

French francs were also weak, Paris 
checks degpping to 4.66%, cents, an over- 
night de@line of 94 points and within 
a point of the vear’s low. Belgian and 
Holland aiso felt the effect of the re- 
action. Spanish remained firm, but 
Danish kroner made a new high at 19.09 
cents, with Norwegian in a sharp rally. 
Sterling was quiet and steady at a small 
gain at $4.85 11-16. The Chinese cur- 
rencies reacted, but the Japanese yen 
improved.

WINS COFFIN AWARD 


Gold Medal and $1,000 Cash 
for Electric Development Goes 


to Consumers Concern. 


AIDS SMALL COMMUNITIES 


Extension of Customer Ownership 
and Conservation Plans Among 
the Achievements. 


The Charles A. Coffin Prize, carrying 
with it®a gold medal, a diploma and 
$1,000 in cash, has been awarded to the 
Consumers’ Power Company of Michi- 
gan, the principal subsidiary of the 
Commonwealth Power Corporation, as 
the company making the most distin- 
guished contribution to the development 
of electric service for the public con- 
venience and benefit in 1924. 

The award was established by Mr. 
Coffin, formerly Chairman of the Gen- 
éral Electric Company, several years 
ago. Last year it was won by the Pub- 
lic Service Corporation of Northern 
Illinois, an Insull concern. In the pre- 
ceding year the prize went to the South- 
ern California Edison Company. 

Among the achievements which led to 
this year’s award was the development 
of customer ownership. The Consumers’ 
Power Company has one stockholder in 
every nine homes it serves. The major 


part of the financing to provide addi- 
tional electric facilities last year was 
provided by the investment of the people 
in the local territory who were to bene- 
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fit from such extensions. Other achieve- 
ments mentioned included the perfection 
of a State-wide interconnected electric 

system which supplies 167 communities 
with power. Pe ge system enables small 
communities to promote their industrial 
and civic possibilities by connection with 
State-wide power resources. 

Following the plea for conservation of 
natural resources’ by President Coolidge, 
the Consumers’ Power Company in ti- 
ated what is said to be the greatest con- 
servation program ever undertaken in 
Michigan. This included the planting 
and cultivation of white pine trees in 
areas which were cleared decades ago 
and are now adjacent to the company’s 
water power developments; the planting 
of duck and game food along rivers ot 
the State, especially in the waters above 
the dams, and the release of hundreds 
of thousands of fish, including bass and 
trout, in these waters, in conjunction 
with the State fishery operations. 

The construction of an experimental 
farm electric line, one of the first in the 
country for purely test purposes, was 
accomplished and tests to determine the 
nature of rural electric service are now 
being made. The company has more than 
24.000 stockholders in the territory it 
serves. B. C. Cobb of New York is its 
President.

F. R. Henderson Obtains State 
Permit and Dealers Will. 
Establish Market. 


HOPE TO CURB WILD BREAKS | 


By-Laws and Settlement Terms for 
Forward Contracts Drawn Up 


for Trade’s Approval. 


F. R. Henderson, head of F. R. 
Henderson & Co., the crude rubber mer- 
chandising organization, obtained 
cheiter from the Secretary of State yes- 
terday to organize the Rubber Ex- 
change of New York, Inc. The purpose 
of this exchange, Mr. Henderson stated 
yesterday, is to establish a trading cen- 
tre for crude rubber here and to ar- 
\fange for the settlement of forward 
contracts in the product. It is hoped 
that the establishment of the exchange 
will eliminate the wild fluctuations 
which have been common in the recent 
scramble for rubber and which have 
resulted in different 


telephone or by mail. 

Mr. Henderson stated yesterday that 
crude rubber dealers in all parts of the | 
city would be requested to join the ex- | 
change. He obtained the charter, he 
said, for the purpose of setting the 
machinery in motion, and he expects 
that the larger manufacturers and con- 
sumers of rubber located all over the 
country will give the new institution | 
their moral support. The sponsors of | 
the new exchange intend to canvass | 
crude and refined rubber dealers im- | 
mediately for members. A set of by- 
laws and contracts for settlement terms | 
for future orders has already been drawn 
up and these will be submitted to all 
the dealers so they may have a clear 
understanding of the purpose of the | 
exchange. | 

Some time is expected to elapse before 
the new exchange can start operations, | 
because of the many dctails still to be 
agreed upon and the lining up of mem- | 
bers. The exchange's quarters, accord- | 
ing to Mr. Henderson, will be downtown, 
although no location has yet been de- 
cided upon. 

The crude rubber market had another 
Gay of strength and higher prices yes- | 
terday, no small part of which dovetailed 
with the stronger tone in MWLondon, 
where prices also swung forward. At 
the close abroad, spot was up 4d, at 
36144. Business here continued on a 
Bmall seale, and the few parcels that 
changed hands were traced to buying by 
factories. 

Spot ribbed smoked sheets for June 
were quoted at 74 cents, with 72 cents 
for July delivery. Brown crepe thin 
clean was 67 cents for June and 65 
cents for July.

$1,000,000 SUIT DISMISSED. 


Larkin Loses Claim Pennsylvania| 
Hotel Was Bullt on His Ideas. 


The suit brought by Edward L. Larkin | 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. to recover $1,000,000 on the ground 
that the railroad company used plans 
he submitted for the construction of the 
Pennsylvania Hotel building without 
giving him any compensation was dis- 
missed yesterday by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Proskauer. Larkin contended that 
the railroad company was unable to pro- 
ceed with plans to build the hotel over 
its railroad tracks until he had submitted 
his plans as one of the bidders for the 
construction of a thirty-one story build- 
ing. He asserted that he did not get the 
contract, but that the successful bidder 
used his ideas and that he was entitled 

payment. 

Justice Proskauer said in his ruling 
that what the plaintiff claimed to have 
contributed was simply the placing of 
a grillage over the roof of the tunnel 
upon which girders were placed to carry 
the supporting columns, thus distributing 
the load which the columns carried over 
a larger area. The Court declared that 
Larkin admitted his plan was not un- 
known to other architects or engineers 
and for that reason said, ‘“‘This is not 
@ case where the plaintiff claims to have 
made an adaptation useful in an art of 
a known scientific abstraction.” 

The opinion noted that the plan used 
by Post & McCord, contractors who 
erected the Pennsylvania Hotel building, 
embraced seventy columns, while the 
plaintiff's plan showed seventy-three, 
and that the columns were not arranged 
in the same manner. Then it stated! 
that there was no suggestion in the case | 
of similarity in the facade, elevatic, 
floor lay-out or anything other than 
seventeen pairs of girders and rill- 
age. Concluding, the Court eal re 
was neither copying of the plan mop pil- 
fering of an original idea.’’

Conference of Loree and Rea 
Regarded as Revealing a Coali- 
tion in Eastern Warfare. 


MAY AID HARRIMAN LINE 


Large Roads Are Objecting to the 
Building of a New Carrier 
Across Pennsylvania. 


A conference between Leonor F. Loree, 
President of the Delaware & Hudson, 
and Samuel Rea, President of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, at the offi- 
ces of the latter company at 85 Cedar 
Street, yesterday, nourished a rumor 
that has been floating around the finan- 
clal district for several weeks to the ef- 
fect that mutual opposition to the plans 
of the Baltimore & Ohio and the New 
York Central would unify the interests 
of the two executives. 

The conference was private. Later, 
Mr. Rea conferred with W. W. Atter- 
bury, Vice President of the road, who !s 
slated to be its next President, and A.

The application to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for permission to 
build the New York, Pittsburgh & Chi- 
cago Railway across the State of Penn- 
sylvania, which was filed by Mr. Loree 
in behalf of the Harriman estate, will 
come up for a hearing next Monday. 
Every large railroad in the East has 
opposed the petition on the ground that 
construction is unnecessary and that the 

| growing traffic between this city and 
| Pittsburgh can be more economically 
handled by existing lines, 

Mr. Loree stands alone as the sponsor 
of the proposition, which has an inti- 
mate connection with his plans 
grouping all of the eastern railroads, but 
fe has objection in common with the 
Pennsylvania to the grouping proposed 
by Daniel Willard of the B. & O., Pat- 
rick Crowley of the New York Central, 
and the Van Sweringens. Railroad men 
therefore feel that the conference yes- 
terday had something to do with an un- 
derstanding between Mr. Rea and Mr. 
Loree as to how far the Pennsylvania 
would go in voicing opposition to the 
Harriman proposal. 

The Baltimore & Ohio, it is under- 
stood, will be represented by counsel at 
the hearing on Monday, who will protest 
against approval of the project.

RAIL RATES TO FARGO 
ARE ORDERED REVISED 


ommerce Commission Holds the 
Present Schedule Unf air—New 
One Decreed by Sept. 11. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (#).—Railroad 
rates to and from Fargo, N. D., affect- 
ing nearly all parts of the United States, 
were held to be unfair today by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. A 
sweeping series of readjustments were 
ordered into effect by Sept. 11. The 
commission held that Fargo was sub- 
jected to unreasonable discrimination as 
compared with rates applying to the 
Twin Citles and Duluth, Minn. It indi- 
cated that somewhat similar rate ad- 


justments should be made as to Grand 
Forks, N. D. 

Laying down the proposed changes, 
most of which will be reductions to 
Fargo, the commission said that class 
rates from Chicago to Fargo hereafter 
should be $1.65 per 100 pounds, decreas- 
ing with changes in class until they be- 
come 59 cents per 100 pounds for Class 
5 commodities, 

From all points east of Chicago to 
Fargo the factor of joint rates covering 
the transportation between Chicago and 
Fargo may not be more than $1.49 per 
100 pounds for Class 1 shipments, and 54 
cents per 100 pounds for Class 5 ship- 
ments, | 

In rates from Fargo to Montana points 
west of Malta, Melstone and Myers, not 
more than 900 miles from Fargo, rates 
from Fargo must be made equal to rates 
from the Twin Cities. From Omaha and 
Kansas City and like territory to Fargo, 
class rates must be established, ranging 
from $1.55 to $1.74 per 100 pounds for 
Class 1 shipments and from 56 to 63 cents 
per 100 poundes for Class 5 shipments. 
From all points in California, evada 
and Utah to Fargo, class rates must be | 
made identical with those to Duluth. 

Class rates to Valley City and James- | 
town in North Dukota from the Minne- 
sota cities were likewise found unrea- 
sonable and prejudicial.

clude 94 in New York City. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 18 (#).—Indus- 
trial accidents killed 144 in New York 
State during May, according to a state- 
ment today by James A. Hamilton, In- 


dustrial Commissioner. Thfs figure rep- 


resents the total number of death claims 
filed during the month at the local of- 
fices of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Bureau, as follows: 

New York ninety-four, 
}teen, Syracuse fourteen, Rochester one, 
Buffalo twenty-one. 

Falls of various kinds accounted for 
most of the deaths due to one cause, 
thirty-six in all. Accidents in which 
vehicles were involved caused eighteen 
deaths, handling objects sixteen and 
falling objects eleven.

FIRST PIRACY TRIAL 
IN DRESS DESIGNS 


John Bonwit Skirt Co. Accused 
of Obtaining Models From 
Competitor Illegally. 


BRIBINGQ EMPLOYE CHARGED 


Claire Belle Dresses, Inc., Says its 
Styles Were Copled Before Even 
Buyers Saw Them. 


The first case brought before the 
Commercial Frauds Court to apply 
criminal law to’cases of, alleged piracy 
of designs in the wearing apparel busi- 
ness was heard yesterday by Magis- 
trate Simpson, in the trial of Hyman 
Lenkowsky, Vice President of the John 
Bonwit Skirt Company of 1 East Thirty- 
third Street, and Meyer Peck, a designer 
employed by that firm. They were 
charged with violating sections 439 and 
580 of the Penal Law. The case was 
regarded as unusual, and its outcome is 
awaited with interest in the trade be- 
cause of the allegations that the de- 
signs were taken out to be copied be- 
fore the originator had put them on 
Bale. 

The complaint in the case was made 
by I. Bainsburg, attorney for the Claire 
Belle Dresses, Inc. of 498 Seventh Av- 
enue, of which Carl Bonwit is President. 
He is a half brother of John Bonwit, 
President of the concern against which 
charges are being heard. The case was 
presented by Assistant District Attorney 
Max Solomon, who pointed out that 
Section 439 makes it a misdemeanor for 
any person to influence an employe in 
relation to his employer’s business, ands 
provides that the giving of a bribe or 
gratuity to an employe without the con- 
sent of his employer is a violation of 
the act. Section 580, which is also al- 
leged to have been violated, is based on |, 
the conspiracy of two or more persons 
to cheat or defraud another out of prop- 
erty by means which are in themselves 


criminal. 
Morris A. Markowitz, Secretary of 


the Claire Belle Dresses, Inc., called as 
the first witness yesterday, testified 
that the concern has always made all 
the models which it sells and that it 
does an extensive business throughout 
the United States, Canada and Austra- 
lia. He admitted on cross-examination 
that the concern occasionally bought 
models for use in aiding its designers 
to carry out their ideas. He testified 
that the company has three designing 
departments, one of which is. in his 
charge and the two other in charge of 
two women. 

During the cross-examination of Mr. 
Markowitz by Hyman Bushel, attorney 
for the defendants, he was questioned 
concerning an alleged confession made 
by Isidore Schulman, a tailor employed 
in the duplicate room of the Claire 
Belle Dresses. He testified that Schul- 
man made a confession on May 26 in the 
offices of a detective agency here and 
subsequently signed and swore to it. The 
confession had been turned over by At- 
torney Gainsburg to the District Attor- 
ney’s office. On the demand of Mr. 
Bushel it was produced and the coun- 
sel for the defense offered it in evidence. 
Schulman was then ealled as a witness 
to testify concerning the confession, and 
after he had been sworn the case was 
adjourned until next Thursday. 

The prosecution alleges that, accord- 
ing to the signed statement of Schul- 
man, the defendants Lenkowsky and 
Peck had made an arrangement with 
him covering some length of time where- 
by the styles of the Claire Belle firm 
Were made available for the use of the 
John Bonwit Skirt Co. Mr. Markowitz 
had testified that the designing depart- 
ment of his company was operated at a 
cost of $75,000 a year. It is alleged that 
for some years Schulman, who had been 
employed by the Claire Belle firm since 
1917, had been carrying his employer's 
styles out to be copied. 

Charges were made against Schulman 
by his employers after he had been fol- 
lowed by a detective, and is alleged to 
have dropped a pay envelope. 

If Magistrate Simpson —— the 
complaint the defendants will be tried 
in Special Sessions for a misdeameanor. 
Many persons in the dress business at- 
tended the hearing yesterday. The 
Claire Belle Company, in presenting the 
ease for criminal prosecution, asserted 
that its attention had been drawn by 
dress buyers to the sale at wholesal 
by the John Bonwit Skirt Company o 
dresses similar to those displayed by it, 
at lower prices than it was charging.
